It was collected in August, just as the disc 

flowers were beginning to open (No. S2S1 in the Oneida 

County collection at Utica Colleg’e of S.vracuse University, 

Utica, New York) and in Sejitember, at which time the 

ovules were plump and well-developed (No. 321^6). Mr. 

Smith also collected this form and added it to the collection 

in the state herbarium in Albany. (No. Jt()666, S. J. Smith

It is suggested that this form be named Hcleuium tiudi- 
ftoriim loi’ina houiochromuni Howe, forma nova: Differt 
forma tyiiica floribus tubulosis luteis.
